Forsyth also told source that Nkrumah may have close 
to $100, 000,000 available to him (from which the aforementioned 
970,000,000 would be taken) in Swiss banks and that it is 
Nkrumah’ s intention to use these funds to invade Ghana and 
regain control of that country, Forsyth told source that 
Nkrumah. believes he, Forsyth, and others are working toward 
that end in Nkrumah's behalf. Forsyth said that in fact it 
is their . intention to assemble an invasion force, which would 
be based in Haiti, to train them and then ultimately divert 
them to an invasion of Cuba, all of this at Nkrumah's Exper: 


- Forsyth told source he was contacting source's com- 
pany.. since it was his understanding it had valuable assets in 
Cuba. which. had been seized by Fidel Castro.
